Want to spend a penny? Half of Ely’s public toilets look set to close

HALF of Ely’s public toilets look set 
to close, the Ely News can reveal. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is planning on shutting the 
public loos in Barton Road, Newn- 
ham Street and Sacrist Gate in a bid 
to save money. 

If the closures go ahead, it will 
leave Ely with just three public toi¬ 
lets - in Palace Green, Ship Lane 
and The Cloisters. 

Lorna Dupre, the district coun¬ 
cil’s only Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor, is angry. 

She said: “I voted against the rec¬ 
ommendation to close the toilets. 

“All the toilets are well used and 
it seems extraordinary that the 
council should go to such lengths 
to maintain free parking in Ely, but 
halve the number of public toilets 
for visitors once they get here. 

“The closures will leave disabled 
people with only two public toilets 
in Ely - the busy Cloisters, and Ship 
Lane down by Waterside. 

“Of the three remaining sets of 
toilets, one (Palace Green) has no 
disabled facilities, while all three 
toilets to be closed are accessible to 
people with disabilities.” 

The council also owns public toi¬ 



lets in Littleport, Soham, Burwell 
and Fordham. 

The loos in Fordham are ear¬ 
marked for closure and it looks like 
Littleport Parish Council, Burwell 
Parish Council and Soham Town 
Council will be asked to pay an an¬ 


nual sum if they do not want their 
toilets to close. 

The recommendations have been 
made by the council’s asset devel¬ 
opment committee and will be go¬ 
ing before the commercial services 
committee on March 15. 


Cllr Dupre says the council had 
not even consulted the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Access Group about the 
closures. 

She said: “The council admitted 
that the local access group had not 
been consulted, and that an equali-

ties impact assessment had not 
been completed, despite the effect 
of the closures being much more 
significant for disabled people. 

“Only now, after the recommen¬ 
dation has been made, will the con¬ 
sultation and the impact statement 
take place.” 

Last year, the council considered 
charging people 20p to use the 
toilets, however the charges were 
dropped in November after the ma¬ 
jority of residents consulted said 
they would not be willing to pay to 
use the facilities. 

The authority says the loos cost 
over £200,000 a year to run and 
maintain. 

Ely’s Mayor, Cllr Lis Every, who 
sits on the asset development com¬ 
mittee, says Ely has too many pub¬ 
lic toilets. 

She said: “In Ely, we have too 
many toilets - many which require

No hot water at 
complex - again 


BOILER issues at a care com¬ 
plex in Soham left elderly 
residents without hot water 
for three weekends running. 

Sanctuary Extra Care, 
which manages Millbrook 
House care complex, in Lode 
Close, has apologised af¬ 
ter one of the boiler pumps 
stopped working, and says 
the hot water was eventually 
restored on Monday. 

But relatives of residents at 
the complex, which opened 
in 2013, are unhappy. 

Mark Shelton, from Queen 
Adelaide, whose 87-year- 
old mother, Una, lives at the 
complex, said: “It’s totally 
unacceptable that elderly 
residents are having to live 
without hot water. 

“Yes boilers break, but it 
shouldn’t be happening as 
often as it seems to happen 
at Millbrook House, and it 
certainly shouldn’t take that 
long to fix. 

“When I visited mum last

weekend her carers were 
having to carry hot water in 
the kettle from the kitchen 
through to the bathroom 
just so that she could have a 
wash.” 

Another local resident, 
who did not want to be 
named, said: “My dad lives 
at Millbrook House and he 
hasn’t had any hot water for 
the last three weekends. 

“The boiler issues are be¬ 
yond a joke. Millbrook House 
is a relatively new scheme - 
residents shouldn’t have to 
be boiling water in kettles in 
order to wash themselves.” 

Last January, Ely News re¬ 
ported that residents at the 
complex had been left with¬ 
out hot water for a fortnight 
after the boiler broke on 
Christmas Eve. 

Speaking on Tuesday 
morning, Tracey Spencer, 


national service manager 
for Sanctuary Extra Care, 
said: “There are three boil¬ 
ers serving the scheme, and 
unfortunately one of the 
pumps stopped working and 
needed to be reset which left 
some residents without hot 
water. 

“We are very sorry and 
want to reassure residents 
that even though the system 
has been up and running 
since Monday morning we 
have arranged for the pump 
to be completely replaced 
this week to prevent the 
same from happening again. 

“We would never want any 
of our residents to be incon¬ 
venienced, and want to reas¬ 
sure them that staff are avail¬ 
able to help.”

A PARCEL of land in Ely’s 
conservation area which was 
meant to remain as public 
open space ‘forever’ is to be 
sold to developers. 

The green area in The Vine¬ 
yards, pictured, was given to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in 1970 by Hawtin 
Industries Limited - a hold¬ 
ing company that owned F. 
A. Standen and Sons, but 
which no longer exists. 

The covenant associated 
with the gift committed the 
council to “undertake the 
entire care maintenance 
and management of the said 
open space forever for the 
purposes of the Open Spaces 
Act 1906”. 

But members of the dis¬ 
trict council’s asset develop¬ 
ment committee have voted 
to scrap the agreement the 
authority made - and to sell 
the land, which is approxi¬ 
mately 382 square-metres in 
size, for development. 

The decision was made 
last week despite objections 
from local residents. 

Emma Grima, director of 
commercial and corporate 
services at the council, says 
the land is not in use and that

it should be used to generate 
money for the authority. 

But the Rev Christopher 
Twycross, who lives in The 
Vineyards, said: “The title 
deeds clearly show that the 
land was given as a public 
open space for the residents 
of The Vineyards. 

“The council are ignoring 
the present use of this space 
as a recreation area. It is used 
in the warmer months su- 
prisingly often, and all year 
round by local dog walkers. 

“I have a long list from the 
council about do’s and dont’s 
etc regarding our bungalow 
in a conservation area. 

“The council appears to 
be flouting its own rules with 
a future change of use. So 
much for conservation.” 

Another resident, who 
lives in The Vineyards but 
did not want to be named, 
said: “The council clearly 
want to make a quick buck. 

“Are they forgetting that 
this land is in the city’s con¬ 
servation area? This is the 
only bit of public space we 
have in The Vineyards. 

“If they can do this with 
this piece of land they can do

the same with any bit of pub¬ 
lic open space in the area. It’s 
appalling.” 

Cllr Lorna Dupre, the dis¬ 
trict council’s only Liberal 
Democrat member, was also 
angry. 

She said: “There is a fi¬ 
nancial benefit to be gained 
from selling the land, but the 
moral question is less cer¬ 
tain: is it right for a council 
to renege on a legal promise 
it makes when it receives a 
gift of land for public enjoy¬ 
ment? It does rather leave 
the feeling that the council 
cannot be trusted.” 

Ms Grima said: “The sale 
of the small piece of land is 


part of the council’s policy 
of making better use of the 
assets which the authority 
owns. 

“This area of land is not 
currently in use and has 
been identified as an op¬ 
portunity to generate money 
on behalf of the council tax 
payer which will then be re¬ 
invested in our services.”

CYCLISTS will be using their 
pedal power to raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds for two lo¬ 
cal charities. 

Thirty members of Ely’s 
Octagon Cycling Club have 
signed up for The 300 - a 
gruelling 300-mile cycle ride 
which they plan to complete 
in less than two days. 

They will be setting off 
from Ely Cathedral at 6am 
on Saturday, May 21 and 
aim to return to the cathe¬ 
dral by 6pm the next day.

Reward offered 
for safe return of 
‘Postman Pat’ van 


A LIFETIME’S supply of 
crisps or £2,000 - that is 
what the owner of Corkers 
Crisps is offering for the safe 
return of his family’s belov¬ 
ed Postman Pat-style van. 

Ross Taylor, who owns the 
company, based between 
Little Downham and Py- 
moor, says everyone at the 
firm is “gutted” following the 
theft of the distinctive red 
vehicle - but in particular 
his 13-year-old son, William, 
a pupil at King’s Ely. 

Thieves stole the van - 
and the toy black and white 
cat ‘Jess’ which was inside it 
- some time between Janu¬ 
ary 17 and 31. 

Ross and his family are 
now so desperate to get the 
vehicle back that he is offer¬ 
ing a £2,000 reward for its 
safe return - or a lifetime’s 
supply of Corkers crisps. 

Ross said: “We desper¬ 
ately want the vehicle back. 
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I bought the car - a 1972 Wil¬ 
liam micro car - at the Chef- 
fins classic car auction in 
Sutton four years ago. 

“My son’s name is Wil¬ 
liam and he was with me. 
We liked the look of it, even 
though it was a total wreck, 
and we bid for it. 

“We paid £800 for it and 
my mechanic spent months 
and months restoring it. 
He fitted it with a Honda 
quad engine and it really 
is superb. I’d say it is worth 
around £5,000 or £6,000 
now.” 

Ross said the vehicle, 
which had an old air raid 
siren fitted to it for added 
effect, was well known not 
just in Cambridgeshire but 
across the whole of the UK. 

He said: “My son drove the 
van around the farm all the 


time so he’s pretty devastat¬ 
ed that it’s been stolen, but 
it was more than just a farm 
run-around. 

“It was our promo vehi¬ 
cle - it came to shows and 
events across the UK with 
us, including TruckFest. 

“Everyone loved it, espe¬ 
cially the children, and we’ve 
done so much with it. We’ve 
filled it with crisps, we’ve 
used it for photo shoots, 
we’ve used it for fundraising 
events; it’s part of Corkers.” 

The vehicle was in an 
open outbuilding on the 
farm when it was stolen. 

Ross said: “It’s light 
enough for two people to 
lift so they would’ve got 
away with it quite easily and 
quickly. I should say they put 
it onto the back of a truck or 
a van and then just drove off. 

Police are urging anyone 
with any information to call 
them on 101.

No funding so 
no surprise? 

THE MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, Lucy Frazer, says 
that prisoners should have better 
access to education as this reduces 
re-offending rates. 

This is hardly ground-breaking stuff, 
most people acknowledge that lack of 
education and persistent re-offending 
are entwined. 

But there is more than an element of 
stable door, horse and bolted about 
this statement. 

The current government, of which Ms 
Frazer is a member, has continued 
to cut funding to local government, 
depleting the agencies that work 
to prevent young people ending 
up in the criminal justice system. 

Last autumn's report by HM Chief 
Inspector of Prisons stated, 

"Eighty five per cent of boys in this 
report explained that they had been 
excluded from school before they 
came into detention, 73 per cent 
said they had truanted from school at 
some time, and 41 per cent were 14 
or younger when they last attended 
school. 

These figures are both devastating 
and unsurprising." 

Yet funding to this sector continues to 
decline. Greater reliance is placed on 
the voluntary sector and community 
interest companies (CIC's). 

This is not a sustainable approach, 
in neighbouring Northamptonshire 
the CIC "Youthworks" which deals 
specifically with excluded pupils, is 
threatened as the County Council 
withdraws its share of funding. 

Leaving aside the trauma that victims 
of crime endure, the fact that with 
prison places costing the government 
around £40,000 per inmate per 
year surely this is a case where 
economically and morally prevention 
is better than the cure?

Two conmen 
ordered to pay 


money back 


TWO conmen have been 
ordered to pay back more 
than £300,000 following fi¬ 
nancial investigations into 
their fraudulent activities. 

The money, which will 
be paid in compensation 
to the respective victims, 
was seized following in¬ 
vestigations carried out by 
the Eastern Region Special 
Operations Unit. 

David Barrowclough, 
a former Fellow of Cam¬ 
bridge’s Wolfson College, 
has been ordered to pay 
back more than £150,000 
to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF). 

Barrowclough, of Broad 
Street, Ely, was convicted 
of nine counts of false ac¬ 
counting after he duped 
the HLF into providing 
financial support for ar¬ 
chaeological projects 
across the country that 
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never existed, using forged 
details over an eight-year 
period. 

As previously reported, 
the scholar had voluntarily 
repaid around £70,000 to 
the fund after being jailed 
for six years for the offenc¬ 
es last September. 

But at a Proceeds of 
Crime hearing at Hunt¬ 
ingdon Crown Court on 
February 1, Barrowclough 
was ordered to repay the 
remaining £152,587.42 by 
way of confiscation order. 

He has three months to 
pay this sum or face a fur¬ 
ther 18 months in prison. 

A former manager who 
defrauded his employer, 
Marshalls Aersospace in 
Cambridge, of thousands 
of pounds has also been 


ordered to pay compensa¬ 
tion. 

Andrew Barwick, of 
Windmill Close, Soham, 
had admitted taking ad¬ 
vantage of his position 
as telecommunications 
manager at the engineer¬ 
ing giant to gain a total of 
£45,678.84, and was jailed 
for a year in May 2015. 

Barwick - who was 
solely responsible for pur¬ 
chasing mobile handsets 
for staff - sold the phones 
off to recycling companies 
and pocketed the proceeds 
over four years. 

At Cambridge Crown 
Court on January 29, Bar¬ 
wick was ordered to re¬ 
pay £16,632.50 - his total 
available assets - by way of 
compensation. 

He has three months to 
pay the sum, or get a fur¬ 
ther six-month sentence.

Bishop of Ely's new appointment 


THE Bishop of Ely has been 
appointed to the Church of 
England's key policy-making 
body. 

The Right Reverend 
Stephen Conway, who 
has been Bishop of Ely for 
five years, is one of only 
two bishops to have been 
elected by fellow bishops to 
serve on the Archbishops' 
Council, which steers the 
policy of the established 
church for the Archbishops 
of Canterbury and York. 


The bishop left Ely last 
Tuesday to lead a 30-strong 
pilgrimage from the diocese 
to Palestine. During the 
pilgrimage, which is 
not related to his new 
appointment, the pilgrims 
will visit all the principal 
sites and shrines associated 
with the life of Jesus. 

Bishop Stephen said: 

"I have witnessed before

Site’s access: 
safety worries 


THE proposed access to a 
new 250-home develop¬ 
ment in Littleport looks set 
to change following safety 
fears from residents - and a 
school head teacher. 

John Cattermole, head 
of Littleport Community 
Primary School, is among 
dozens of people concerned 
about the access to Chef- 
fins’ planned development 
for land between Woodfen 
Road and the A10. 

The plans, which were 
submitted to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
in October, are for 250 hous¬ 
es and 8,000 square metres 
of commercial space to be 
built on the land. 

Mr Cattermole says he has 
no problem with the devel¬ 
opment itself, but that he 
is “deeply concerned and 
strongly opposed” to the 
main access point, which is 
directly opposite his school. 

He believes that the safety 
of his pupils will be “com¬ 
promised with lives put at 
serious risk” and Littleport 
Parish Council have de¬ 
scribed the access point as

“not fit for purpose”. 

Speaking to Ely News on 
Friday, Ben Pridgeon, a sen¬ 
ior planner with Cheffins, 
said: “We are now looking at 
alternative access points fol¬ 
lowing the number of con¬ 
cerns raised. 

“We are in talks with Mr 
Cattermole and planners at 
the district council and it 
certainly looks like the main 
access will be moved to a 
safer, more suitable loca¬ 
tion.” 

Among local residents 
who are concerned is Tim 
Frost, of Woodfen Road. He 
said: “The proposed access 
will make an already con¬ 
gested and dangerous junc¬ 
tion more so. 

“At school times there is 
serious traffic congestion 
and adding more vehicles 
coming from a different di¬ 
rection should not be con¬ 
sidered as this will make 
pedestrian and vehicular 
access to the school more 


dangerous.” 

Clive and Elizabeth Taylor, 
of Wisbech Road, said: “We 
have problems reversing 
into our drive at present and 
with up to 500 extra cars us¬ 
ing this dangerous junction 
it will make matters worse. 

“Another access for cars 
would be more suitable, ie: 
further along Wisbech Road 
where there is better vis¬ 
ibility or even onto the A10/ 
A1101 roundabout.” 

North East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire MP Steve Barclay is call¬ 
ing for the main access to 
to be from an existing road 
used for industrial traffic 
from Wisbech Road or from 
a new route connecting to 
the A10 roundabout. 

He said: “More work is 
needed to ensure we do not 
endanger children access¬ 
ing the school, and this re¬ 
quires a change in the main 
access route.”

Are you sitting 
comfortably.. ? 
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STORYTELLING was the 
topic of conversation when 
Schools Minister Nick Gibb 
visited Soham. 

The minister visited St An¬ 
drew’s Primary School last 
Wednesday as part of Na¬ 
tional Storytelling Week to 
celebrate the importance of 
children’s storytelling. 

The event, a Marrakech 
Storytelling Bazaar, saw pu¬ 
pils aged 7-10 telling their 
own stories that they had 
written to a small audience, 
which included Mr Gibb, 
South East Cambridgeshire 
MP Lucy Lrazer, local coun¬ 
cillors, parents and staff. 

Mr Gibb also made a 
speech highlighting the im¬ 
portance of storytelling and 
reading for children’s devel¬ 
opment. 

His remarks were backed 
up by a scientific study, host¬ 
ed by St Andrew’s, in which 
the development of children 
who worked with storyteller 
Chip Colquhoun is com¬ 



pared with the development 
of similar children over the 
same period whose teach¬ 
ers followed the current re¬ 
quirements of the National 
Curriculum. 

The study shows that chil¬ 
dren who are encouraged to 
think more creatively dem¬ 
onstrate faster, stronger de¬ 
velopment in a wide range of 
areas, including numeracy 
and social confidence. 


It directly follows an EU 
Lifelong Learning project 
which revealed that chil¬ 
dren retain an average of 25 
per cent more information 
when told a story than they 
do from learning by tech¬ 
niques relying on repetition. 

Chip, who developed the 
study for Cambridgeshire’s 
EU Lifelong Learning pro¬ 
ject, hopes the study will 
begin a shift in approach for 
the Department for Educa¬ 
tion. 

He said: “Storytelling has 
been a key teaching tool for 
the last 40,000 years, but it’s 
always been let down by the 
lack of a comparative study 
to really prove that it beats 
more academic methods. 

“The study at St Andrew’s 
is still quite a small sam¬ 
ple but we hope the minis¬ 
ter’s involvement will help 
us attract more interest 
from schools to participate 
in a larger study, until the 
evidence is there to justify 
bringing more traditional, 
oral storytelling into the cur¬ 
riculum.”

Letters 
draw in 
crowds 
to Ely 


T housands of people have 

visited Ely Cathedral to explore its 
prestigious 'Lettering Exhibition: In 
the beginning was Word'. 

The exhibition, which opened last 
Thursday, is running until February 28. 

One of the highlights is The Four 
Gospels, which have been lent by Her 
Majesty The Queen from the Royal 
Collection. 

Printed on handmade paper with 
wood-engraved illustrations, the striking 
volume is one of the most famous works 
by British printmaker Eric Gill. 

Other noticeable exhibits are a 12th 
Century hand-written manuscript, the 
Liber Eliensis, which covers in detail the 
founding of the abbey at Ely in 673 until 
the mid 12th Century, and incorporates 
numerous documents and stories of 
saints' lives. 

It was reportedly written by the monks 
when Ely was still an abbey. 

Another historical exhibit is a Royal 
Charter of Henry VIII in the form of a 
grant to re-found the cathedral and is 
dated 1541. 

Both items are on rare display and are 
from the cathedral's own collection. 

More contemporary exhibits include 
rarely seen and privately-owned 
documents and print samples by 
the William Morris, the Kindersley 


Workshop and the most famous of the 
private presses, the Kelmscott Press. 

Many of today's leading craftsmen 
in the art of calligraphy, letter carving 
and fine printing also have their worl 
on display, making it one of the most 
unique exhibitions of its kind. 

Renowned photographer Julia 
Hedgecoe, who lives in Ely, is also 
showcasing her most recent work in the 
exhibition. 

Throughout her distinguished career, 
her photographs have graced the pages 
of the Observer and the Daily Telegraph , 
as well as other global magazines and 
newspapers. 

Julia was given unprecedented access 
into relatively inaccessible areas of 
the cathedral to photograph the more 
unusual lettering, carvings and graffiti 
that can be found around the building. 

There is also plenty to see and do for 
families too, including a working press 
and children's workshops. 

Duncan Robinson, former director of 
the Fitzwilliam Museum and chairman 
of the Henry Moore Foundation, has 
been instrumental in working with 
the cathedral to bring the distinctive 
collection together under one roof. 

He said: "This exhibition provides a 
unique opportunity to see some of the 
finest examples of the art of lettering

BMW M3: At the junction 


BMW is ‘most often 
blocked at junctions’ 

A RECENT survey by vehicle 
leasing company OSV Ltd has 
revealed that 27 per cent of UK 
drivers would purposely not let 
out a car at a junction because of 
the car's brand. 

The car brand most likely to 
not be let out a junction has been 
identified as BMW. The study 
revealed that drivers were less 
likely to let out a BMW's over any 
other vehicle. Almost one in four 
drivers admitted that they would 
not let out a BMW at a junction. 

Surprisingly females were less 
likely to let out a BMW than 
males, with over 30 per cent of 
females making the admission. 

And almost one in five motorists 
would not let out a Land Rover, 
one in six would not let out a 
Subaru, one in eight would not 
let out a Mercedes and one in 12 
would not let out an Audi. 


T HE final Land Rover Defenders 
rolled off the production line 
this week. 

More than two million of the 4x4s 
have been produced over the past 68 
years as it became one of the most¬ 
loved and long-lived road vehicles. 

Defenders are a favourite with 
the Queen and have featured in a 
number of films such as James Bond 
movie Skyfall and Edge Of Tomorrow 
featuring Tom Cruise. 

The vehicle, which is exported 
all around the world, represents the 
continuation of the very first Land 
Rover which arrived on the scene in 
April 1948 and was modelled on the 
wartime Jeeps. 

Jim Holder, editorial director of 
magazines Autocar and What Car?, 
said Defenders "appeal to every 
level of society". 

He told the Press Association: 

"It's a classless vehicle. Anyone can 
drive it. You might be a farmer trying 
to get over the muddiest field or it 
might be the Queen driving around 
Windsor. Neither would surprise you 
if you saw it. 

"It's got that ubiquity where it can 


be at home in Chelsea but doesn't 
look out of place painted white in 
the middle of a war zone." 

Mr Holder believes JLR "made 
the decision to cease production of 
Defenders because "regulations have 
finally caught up with it". 

He said: "They haven't been able 
to update crash safety or the engine 
emissions quick enough. 

"The world has overtaken it to 
a point where they can no longer 


keep on the right side of emissions 
and safety laws." 

JLR is working on a replacement 
vehicle for the Defender, but Mr 
Holder claimed it will be a "massive 
challenge" to match the status of the 
original. 

JLR used the occasion to 
announce the launch of a heritage 
restoration programme for what is 
one of the most-loved and long-lived 
road vehicles. 


Andy McNab’s 
final cheerio 



FORMER SAS sergeant Andy McNab 
has hailed the role of Land Rover 
Defenders in the British military after 
the last one rolled off the production 
line. 

He said Land Rovers have been 
"synonymous" with the Armed Forces 
because they act as a "huge weapons 
platform". 

McNab, now a successful author, 
recently bought his own Defender after 
learning that no more new ones would 
be made. 

"I got one at the end of last year 
because of this," he told the Press 
Association. "I love them. I learned 
to drive in one. They've always been 
there because it's been the main 
vehicle for the military since about the 
Fifties." 

Current and former workers at 
the Jaguar Land Rover (JLR) plant in 
Solihull, West Midlands, cheered as 
the final Defender was presented, with 
its lights flashing and horn blaring.
